Students  traveling  home  this  weekend 
face  partly  cloudy  skies,  low 
temperatures  and  very  little  snow.  The 
Utah  Highway  Department  reports  all 
Utah  highways  open.  However,  there  are 
ice  packs  east  of  Price,  south  around 
Montecello  and  in  the  Heber  Valley  area. 
A 10  per  cent  chance  of  snow  is  expected 
for  Salt  Lake  and  surrounding  areas  this 
afternoon  and  tonight. 

The  forecasts  through  today  for  Idaho 
and  Nevada  include  partly  cloudy  skies 
and  scattered  showers  mostly  in  the 
mountains.  Precipitation  figures  for 
Wednesday  around  the  country  list 
Chicago  as  having  1.65  inches;  Kansas 
City,  1.70  inches;  Houston,  .13  inches 
and  St.  Louis,  1 .78  inches.  Other  areas  of 
the  country  are  relatively  dry.  Students 
seeking  specific  road  conditions  should 
call  the  highway  patrol  in  their  particular 
state.  Utah  road  conditions  can  be 
obtained  by  honing  373-5525. 

The  Greyhound  Bus  Co.  estimates  that 
about  350  students  will  travel  home  by 
bus  this  Christmas.  According  to 
Christopherson  Travel  Service,  3,000 
students  are  expected  to  fly  to  their 
various  Christmas  destinations. 

The  last  day  of  classes  is  Friday,  Dec. 
17.  Class  work  will  resume  Monday,  Jan. 
3.

Ticket  poll  gets  big  response 


BYU  students  have  spoken,  and  there 
will  be  a change  in  ticket  policy  for  the 
games  on  Jan.  7,  and  8. 

The  Poll  distributed  in  the  Daily 
Universe  yesterday  garnered  a great  deal 
of  reaction  from  students.  Sid  Thulin, 
who  has  been  assisting  Reed  Wilcox  on 
the  ticket  distribution  policies,  said  that 
“the  response  was  tremendous,  the  ballot 
boxes  were  just  stuffed.” 

The  trend  which  has  been  indicated  by 
the  ballots  counted  shows  that  students 
are  favoring  ideal  ticket  policy  which 
eliminates  lines  or  long  waits  for  everyone 


who  wants  a chance  at  getting  a good  seat 
for  the  game,  and  which  would  offer  a 
way  for  students  who  want  most  to  see 
the  game  to  earn  preferred  tickets. 

Students  indicated  that  they  favored  a 
policy  which  would  insure  a good  seat, 
even  at  monetary  expense  to  themselves, 
and  that  groups  should  be  allowed  to  sit 
together  at  games. 

Students  voted  down,  substantially, 
any  policy  that  -did  not  take  into 
consideration  the  avid  fan,  or  that  forced 
waiting  in  line  to  be  insured  a seat  at  a 
game. 


Thulin  said  that  new  ticket  policies 
would  definitely  be  coming  into  effect  as 
a result  of  this  poll.  “We  have  learned  a 
great  deal  from  this,”  he  said,  “and  we’ll 
be  instituting  a policy  which  will  provide 
for  a combination  of  the  several  policies 
which  were  favored  in  the  poll.” 

He  suggested  that  a possible  lottery 
system  as  well  as  rotating  block  seats  may 
be  featured  in  the  new  policy.  “We’ll  have 
more  information  in  the  Daily  Universe 
after  we  complete  our  computations,” 
said  Thulin.

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Dress  standards  apply 
at  Christmas  time,  too 


“There  is  still  a dress  and 
grooming  standard  on  this 
campus,”  said  Dean  J.  Elliot 
Cameron  yesterday. 

With  the  advent  of  Christmas 
and  thoughts  turned  homeward, 
students  have  a tendency  to  let 
down  on  dress  standards. 

In  his  first  address  to  the 
studentbody  this  year,  President 
Dallin  H.  Oaks  said,  “The  first  and 
most  important  thing  to 
remember  about  our  standards  of 
dress  and  grooming  is  that  they 
are  specified  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  They  are  not  the 
requirements  of  the  President,  the 
dean  of  students,  the  faculty,  or 
the  student  body  officers.” 

Last  April,  when  the  board 
reviewed  the  dress  and  grooming 
standards  they  provided  the 
following  statement,  which  is 
expressive  of  the  reasons  for 
having  a dress  standard: 

“Grooming  should  be  in 
keeping  with  these  guidelines, 
emphasizing  cleanliness  and 
avoidance  of  dress  or  manner 
which  calls  attention  to  itself  and 
symbolizes  either  rebellion  or 
nonconformity  with  the  values  of 
modesty,  humility,  decency  and 
propriety.” 

According  to  Cameron  any 
student  still  having  questions 
about  the  dress  and  grooming 
standard  should  read  President 
Oaks’  talk  in  the  December  issue 
of  The  New  Era,  or  pick  up  the 
leaflet  entitled  “What  Goes  On  At 
BYU.” 


BYU  has  the  same  standard  as 
all  other  church  supported 
schools.  Continuing  registration 
constitutes  an  affirmative  consent 
to  abide  by  the  standards. 

With  some  students  being 
referred  each  week,  dress  and 
grooming  becomes  “a  matter  of 
great  concern”  continued 
Cameron. 

“We  feel  that  students  have 
been  very  appropriately  attired 
for  the  most  part,”  said  Cameron.

President  Dallin  Oaks  will  be 
the  guest  lecturer  in  the  political 
science  current  affairs  class 
tomorrow  at  11  a.m.  in  184  JKB.

Devaluation  endorsed 


Auditions  for  roles  in 
“Pagliacci”  and  “Gianni  Schicchi” 
will  be  today  from  3—5  and  7—10 
p.m.  in  the  opera  workshop  area 
of  the  HFAC. 

Both  productions  will  be 


double-cast,  so  leading  role 
opportunities  are  available  for  six 
sopranos,  eight  tenors,  16 
baritones  or  basses  and  six 
mezzo-sopranos.  Chorus  openings 
are  available  for  50  others. 


The  operas  will  be  conducted 
by  Dr.  Ralph  Woodward,  known 
as  the  director  of  several  choral 
organizations  including  the  A 
Cappella  Choir  and  Ralph 
Woodward  Chorale. 


President  Nixon  won  endorsement  of  his  plans  to  devalue  the  dollar 
from  Democratic  and  Republican  congressional  leaders  yesterday  as  the 
U.S.  prepared  for  crucial  weekend  negotiations  with  its  major  trading 
partners. 

The  leaders  would  approve  devaluation  by  raising  the  official  price  of 
gold  whenever  the  administration  asks  for  it.  / 

This  could  be  a step  in  the  right  direction  and  beneficial  to  the  U.S. 
economy  with  new  jobs  growing  out  of  an  expected  increase  in 
American  exports. 

Along  with  the  devaluation  comes  a lowering  of  foreign  trade  barriers 
and  an  allied  sharing  of  overseas  defense  costs  as  part  of  a general 
realignment  of  world  currency  values. 

Pakistan  walks  out 

Pakistan  Foreign  Minister  Zulifigar  Ali  Bhutto  walked  out  of  the 
Security  Council  yesterday  denouncing  the  U.N.  as  a “fraud  and  farce” 
for  failing  to  act  in  the  Indo-Pakistani  war  and  announcing  “I  will  go 
back  to  my  country  and  fight.” 

The  White  House  said  yesterday  that  if  the  India -Pakistani  war 
spreads,  it  could  affect  Soviet-U.S.  relations.  It  is  believed  that  if 
hostilities  expand  to  West  Pakistan,  world  peace  will  definitely  be 
affected. 

Since  1965  the  Soviet  Union  had  supplied  $500  million  worth  of 
military  equipment  and  over  the  last  year  shipments  have  increased. 

Pakistani  commanders  asked  India  for  a cease-fire  yesterday  as  Indian 
troops  left  the  beseiged  eastern  capital  of  Dacca. 

India  called  a bombing  halt  and  gave  the  Pakistanis  until  9 a.m.  today 
for  a complete  surrender. 

Last  major  bill  passed 

The  House  passed  its  last  major  bill  of  the  year  yesterday  to  provide 
foreign  aid  with  $2.9  billion  in  stop  gap  financing,  but  another  Senate 
fight  over  the  embattled  program  threatened  to  delay  speedy 
adjournment. 

The  aid  program  will  continue  operating  until  March  15. 

Tidal  wave  warnings 

A strong  earthquake  was  recorded  yesterday  east  of  the  Soviet 
Union’s  Kamchtka  Peninsula  and  authorities  in  Japan  and  Hawaii  and 
possibly  in  Russia  issued  tidal  wave  warnings. 

The  quake  registered  7.8  on  the  Richter  Scale. 

It  was  centered  about  750  miles  from  the  scene  of  last  month’s 
underground  nuclear  blast  at  Amchitka  Island.  The  U.S.  exploded  a 
five-megaton  nuclear  device  Nov.  6 despite  warnings  from 
conservationists  that  the  blast  might  trigger  an  earthquake.

More  people  are  the 
object  of  immorality  and 
perversion,  drunkenness,  the 
making  of  absolute  fools,  and 
physical  as  well  as  spiritual  death 
on  this  day  than  any  other.  The 
Church  has  realized  this  tragedy 
to  the  extent  that  it  generally 
offers  holiday  celebrations  for  its 
members.  If  it  didn’t  many 
members  would  loose  their  sense 


of  judgment  through 
temptation -spoiling  the  good 
image  of  basically  good  members 
through  bad  example. 

New  Year’s  Eve  (and  the 
Christmas  season  in  general)  is  an 
occasion  when  lovers  get  together. 
The  midnight  “love  in”  is  a special 
tradition  which  supposedly  ushers 
in  the  new  year.  Will  we  continue 
this  grand  old  tradition  as  we 
usher  in  the  Millenium? 

SOME  may  well  note 
optimistically  that  at  least  the 
New  Year’s  holiday  appropriately 
offers  all  of  us  the  opportunity  to 
make  the  traditional  New  Year’s 
resolutions.  But  wouldn’t  it  be 
more  appropriate  to  make  such 
resolutions  on  a spiritual 
occasion-at  Christmas  time— or 
even  better,  each  week  at  the 
Sacrament  table?

Student  voter  registration 


Editor’s  Note:  Daily  Universe  editors  seek  answers  to 
questions  about  student  voting  rights  in  local  elections  in  the 
following  interview  with  ASBYU  presidential  exeactive 
assistant,  Fred  Feller  a senior  in  political  science  from  Pinole, 
Calif,  who  is  in  charge  of  investigating  student  voting  rights. 

There  has  been  some  questions  about  the  legality  of  local 
voter  registration  requirements.  What  is  in  question? 

There  are  many  different  opinions  as  to  what  constitute 
voter  registration.  The  Supreme  Court  has  constantly  upheld 
the  state’s  right  of  determining  voting  requirements.  The 
official  law  in  section  20  of  the  Utah  state  code  states  that  a 
person’s  residency  is  not  lost  or  gained  by  reason  of  being  a 
student  at  an  institute  of  learning.  In  an  opinion  of  Assistant 
Attorney  General  Frank  V.  Nelson,  of  September  29,  1971:, 
he  states  that  intention  of  residing  as  a student  does  not 
constitute  residency.  It’s  this  intent  to  reside  which  the 
registrars  in  this  country  have  primary  concern.  Because  of  it, 
certain  material  such  as  tax  record,  credit  cards,  auto  license 
have  b,een  used  to  prove  residency. 

Is  this  fair? 

It’s  hard  to  determine  fairness.  Because  the  law  is  so 
diversified  in  many  areas.  In  some  of  the  other  states  this 
seems  to  be  a backward  trend. 

Can  students  fit  the  requirements? 

Yes,  many  of  the  older  ones,  but  not  too  many  of  the 
younger  students.  Requirements  for  registration  include 
residency  in  the  state  for  at  least  six  months  and  in  the 
county  for  two  months. 

What  if  the  requirements  were  challenged  in  court? 

They  might  be  struck  down  locally.  However,  if  they  went 
before  a federal  or  perhaps  the  Utah  State  Supreme  Court  it 
would  be  very  likely  that  they  would  be  struck  down.  The 
problem  is  that  we’re  alone  in  feeling  the  problem  so  acutely 
since  the  vast  majority  of  students  at  BYU  come  from 

lt-of-state.  This  problem  is  almost  non-existent  at  the  other 
diversities  in  Utah. 


Do  you  have  evidence  of  BYU  students  being  rejected  from 
registering  to  vote  in  Provo? 

Not  yet.  That,  of  course,  would  have  to  be  the  case  before 
the  matter  could  be  brought  before  a court. 


Could  this  go  before  the  courts  by  March,  1972? 

I don’t  know  if  it  will  before  March,  but  I envision  it 
sometime  in  the  future.  You  see,  students  are  being  counted 
in  the  census  which  goes  to  apportionment  of  state  senators 
and  legislators.  From  1960  to  1970  there  was  a 46  per  cent 
population  increase  in  Utah  County.  There  are  25,000 
students  being  counted  for  Utah  County,  which  got  one  new 
senator  and  I’m  not  sure  how  many  new  legislators.  If 
students  are  being  counted  in  the  census,  it  would  appear 
that  there  will  have  to  be  a new  decision  made  concerning 
criteria  of  students  voting. 


Do  you  expect  students  will  be  able  to  vote  in  November? 
A Presidential  and  Vice  presidential  ballot  has  already  been 
provided  in  order  that  students  can  vote  but  that  may  not 
include  local  elections. 


What  would  you  suggest  students  do? 

Determine  where  they  want  to  vote.  If  they  want  to  vote 
in  Provo  they  will  have  to  consider  establishing  residency 
according  to  present  criteria. 

What  should  students  do  then? 

When  they  go  home  for  Christmas  they  should  find  out 
where  and  how  to  obtain  an  absentee  ballot  for  both  primary 
and  general  elections. 

Where  should  they  go? 

Depending  on  the  size  of  the  town,  either  the  city  hall  or 
countyTmilding.

The  gym  rats 


Basketball  freaks.  Over-the-hill 
high  school  players.  Returned 
missionaries  trying  to  lose  some  of 
their  roll.  Show-offs.  Perhaps 
“gym  rats”  best  describes  the 
hundreds  of  basketball  players 
that  crowd  the  glossy  floors  of  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  and  Richards 
P.E.  Building  each  night. 

There  is  no  typical  gym  rat. 
Large  and  small.  Thin  and 
muscular.  Male  and  female.  Fat 
middle-aged  men  with  stark  arms 
and  legs  that  don’t  ever  seem  to 
have  any  hair.  Finely 
proportioned,  graceful  athletes, 
never  making  a wasteful  motion. 
Skinny  players  who  seem  to  have 
two  left  feet,  bad  hands,  no 
touch,  and  can’t  dribble.  The  guy 
who  is  built  like  a fireplug,  but 
never  misses  from  20  feet  out.  All 
the  shapes  and  forms  are  there. 

Shirts  or  skins.  Shoot  for  teams. 
Do  or  die.  Three  on  three. 
Winners  or  losers.  Ta’  , gotta  win 
by  two.  The  vocabulary  of  the 
gym  rat  is  as  varied  as  the  players. 
Good  bound.  Gimme  five.  Gimme 
ten.  Gimme  slap. 

THE  FACES  are  always  there. 
The  face  that  doesn’t  miss.  The 
face  that  plays  bad  defense.  The 
face  that  has  the  good  jumper. 
The  face  that  hogs  the  ball.  The 
face  that  is  good  to  be  on  the 
same  team  with.  The  face  that 
plays  dirty. 

It’s  Monday  evening,  and  while 
most  students  are  eating  dinner  or 
getting  ready  for  Home  Evening, 
the  hard-core  of  gym  rats  are  left 
in  the  fieldhouse.  A game  is 
getting  under  way.  A tall, 
Well-developed  player  and  two 
friends  nearly  as  big  are  rounding 
up  three  more  players.  A tall,  wiry 
player  is  recruited.  Then  a thin 
kid  with  brown  hair.  Finally  a 
fair -sized  player  is  talked  into  the 
game.  The  largest  player  suggests 
that  he  and  his  two  friends  stand. 
Both  the  wiry  and  skinny  kid 
frowns.  It  means  the  three  biggest 
are  on  one  team  and  the  three 
smallest  on  the  other.  It  also 
violates  the  unspoken  “shoot  for 
teams”  rule.  Nevertheless,  they 
agree  to  the  match. 

THE  BIG  TEAM  jumps  to  a 
quick  lead  on  baskets  by  the  tall 
guy  and  one  of  his  teammates. 
The  wiry  guy,  a surprisingly  good 
player,  hits  a long  set,  and  the 
skinny  kid  hits  a medium  jumper 
to  tie.  The  game  goes  back  and 
forth  until  20.  The  skinny  kid  hits 
two  left-handed  hooks,  and  the 
third  man  tips  for  two  more.  Now

the  smaller,  more  aggressive  team 
has  jumped  to  a 26-20  lead  in  a 
game  to  32.  They  also  have  the 
ball  because  of  winner’s  outs.  The 
wiry  guy  passes  to  the  skinny  kid 
who  passes  into  the  corner  to  the 
third  man.  Back  to  the  skinny  guy 
who  forces  a shot  wide.  The  Big 
Guy  gets  the  rebound,  dribbles  to 
the  corner  and  hits  a long  jumper. 
It’s  the  beginning  of  the  end.  The 
Big  Guy  and  his  buddies  use  their 
size  and  rattle  off  five  straight 
buckets.  Final  score:  Big  Guys  32, 
Little  Guys  26.  It  seems  like  the 
big  guys  always  win. 

“Don’t  feel  bad,”  an  observer 
encourages  the  losers.  “That  big 
dude  played  for  Mesa.  Or  Dixie.  I 
forget.” 

It’s  a scene  that  is  repeated  each 
day  over  and  over  and  over  and 
over.  Pick  the  teams.  Play  the 
game.  Pick  the  teams.  Play  the 
game. 

GAMES  RANGE  from 
mediocre  at  best  to  very  good. 
Indeed,  there  is  enough  talent  on 
the  floor  at  any  one  time  to  field 
an  extremely  tough  team.  Here 
and  there  whispers  of  “all-league 
at  so-and-so,”  or  “played  at  Ricks 
a year,”  can  be  heard. 

Bad  players  are  treated  much 
the  same  as  good  players.  No 
ball-handling  discrimination  can 
easily  be  discerned.  Rarely  is 
anyone  heard  chastising  another 
player.  When  the  bad  player  pulls 
off  the  good  move  or  hits  the 
occasional  basket,  he  receives  the 
same  quiet  encouragement -a 
good  word,  the  approving  nod, 
and  of  course,  the  ever  present  pat 
on  the  fanny. 

Dave  Hardy  is  24  years  old, 
6’0”  tall,  and  weighs  220  pounds. 
He  is  as  typical  as  anybody  on  the 
courts.  “I  come  because  I like  to 
play  basketball,”  he  says  simply. 
“And,”  he  adds  thoughtfully,  “I 
use  it  to  keep  my  weight  down.” 

Kent  Chauncey,  a sophomore,  is 
not  a particularly  good  player.  He 
knows  it.  Yet  he  keeps  coming 
back.  “I  like  to  play  against 
somebody  good,  but  not  too 
good,”  he  offered.  “Still,  if  you 
don’t  play  somebody  good,  you 
won’t  improve.” 

TEMPERS  and  fouls  are  kept  to 
a minimum.  Nearly  always  when  a 
curse  is  heard  it  is  because  of 
self -disgust  at  a missed  shot,  a lost 
rebound,  a bad  pass.  Likewise, 
fouls  are  largely  called  by  the 
violater  or  the  player  fouled. 
There  is  a sort  of  loose  honor 
code  among  the  gym  rats.
